admonition that it should be the first duty of every cili/en 
to heed if "we are to hope to escape the payment of a still 
heavier penalty in sickness and in death for carelessness 
in this direction. 


Perhaps chiefest and most vital of these, warnings is 


the injunction that all water used for either drinking or 
culinary purposes be first thoroughly boiled. The extent 
of the" temporary pollution of the city water supply as ;i 
result of the Hood can not yet be determined, but there is 
universal agreement that the water is now unlit for use in 
unboiled state, and that failure to observe every possible 
precaution is attended by very serious danger of typhoid 
and other diseases possible of dissemination through had 
•water supplv. Do not drink a drop of the city water that 
lias not been first thoroughly boiled until later analysis by 
'the health authorities makes it certain that it is safe to 
Uo so. 


There must, inevitably be an element of risk to health, 


nlso, in the work of getting Hood-soaked homes into habit- 
able condition again, and here, also, i1 is important 1o 
avoid as far as possible the element of danger attendant 
upon exposure and occupancy of the homes u n t i l the 
dampness has been well gotten out of them, ami they have 
been thoroughly ventilated.- The removal of the t i l t h de- 
posited by the Hood waters is another phase of the situ- 
ation that will have a most direct, hearing on general 
health conditions, and the city health department will be 
found glad to advise and direct how this may lie done to 
best advantage. Serious epidemic of disease would prove 
still more disastrous than Hood. In your anxiety to take 
up the task of restoring your homes, do not neglect a sin- 
gle possible safeguard to health. This is the inosl impor- 
tant duty which now confronts Fort Wayne.

game, is preparing to. Isnun a compila- 
tion of tho laws of the state regarding 
hunting and Hulling.

tions to the former laws were, nmdo by 
the, recent session of tho legislature, and 
these now prohibitions arc to bo con- 
tained in the forthcoming pamphlet. 


The pamphlet will includu tho follow- 


ing unlawful acts: 


To hunt off your own premises wltlt-

To kill or to possess cither dead or 


alive, nt any time, except for breeding 
purposes, any 
deer,

pheasant, except that owners of private 
parka may kill deer reared therein. 


To net or trap quails at any timo, or 


to possess nets or traps for tho purposn 
of cntching them. 


To kill or 
possess 
quails or ruffed 


grouse before the tenth day of Novem- 
ber or after the twentieth day of Do- 
cember (former law closed open season 
January 11. 


To kill nr possess more than fWteen 


quails in any one day or to possess more 
than forty-live at, one time during the 
season. 


To Bell, or offer for Bale, directly or 


indirectly, any quails nt any time. 


To kill or possess any water fowl be- 


fore, the first day of September or after 
the fifteenth of "April. 


To kill or pursue any water fowl be- 


tween sunset of any day and sunrise of 
the following day. 


To pursue any water fowl with a 


launch, or any boat except a rowboat. or 
punhboat. 


To kill more than fifteen ducks, geese, 


brant or other waler fowl in any one 
day. or to possess more than forty-live 
nl any one time. 


To hunt squirrels before the !irsf. day 


of July or after thu (irat d«v of .Novem- 
ber. 


To take any pickerel or pike less than 


twelve inches long, any rock buss or 


To hunt rabbits with a ferret at any 


time.

"The tfinst unique experience I ever 


bad in .arbitration was on the Denver 
& Rio Orande road :tbont four vears 
ago," «nid Judge Chamber". "The fire- 
men on that line, mostly running over 
mountainous territory, hud 
demanded 


nn increase, nnd I wns chosen one nf 
three arbitrators. After hearing testi- 
mony for several days I decided that 
without being familiar with the re- 
gion through 
which 
the rond ran I 


could not properly grasp the situation. 
Po I suggested that I be. given time 
to go over the road. N'cTt, day I 
re- 


ceived a pasp from the company. I re- 
fused the paps in a statement in open 
court, nnd then it was advi.oed that ev- 
erybody connected with the arbitration 
ihakn the trip from one end of the 
liniv to the other, and it was agreed 
to. 


"Arrangements wern made for a spe- 


cial train of an engine and four coach- 
es. Railroad owners, representatives of 
the 
firemen, witnesses, stenographers, 


newspaper men and the members of 
the arbitration hoard boarded the train, 
nnd for a, week or morn we held the 
arbitration proceedings right on that 
train, thus getting our information first 
hand. 


"Once w« struck 
*. wreck, and to 


prevent any delay to our train a tem- 
porary track was built 
around the 


wreckage. 
T suggested that no use be 


made of the temporary track nnd that 
we remain on our train until the de- 
bris wnfl clenred away so that we could 
see for ourselves the actual condit.ions 
surrounding wreck. 
WB remained for 


over twenty-four hours, running short 
of food in the meantime. 


"One nf the complaints of the 
fire- 


men was that thotr Bleeping quarters, 
particularly at GmiUon, were unfit for 
'man or beant.' The railroad company

called them, charged 25 nnd 3,j cents 
a night for a. bed. Our special reached

one 
morning 
about 
three 


o'clock. 
1 slipped from the tr.iin and 


went to one of these rest houses, en- 
gaged a bed and roused several of the 
sleepers to find out just what the con- 


ditions were. 1 found the beds small 
and crowded, but clean.'1 


Judge Chambers, parly in life, was 


a newspaper man. He has frequently 
ridden nn engines nnd has even shov- 
elled coal so as to lenrn and appre- 
ciate just, what engineers nnd firemen 
have to do and 
the conditions under 


which they work.

Wilson's Attitude Toward 


China Has an Ample 


Precedent. 


TAFT TURNED ABOUT 


(By fiilson Gardner.) 


Washington. March M l . 
Tl'.o now pol- 


icy announced by President \\ ilsun in 
our dealing with China is in fact :i re- 
turn to the onghi.i! policy formulated 
by Secretary JIMIM Hay. It is the pol- 
icy of Chinese territorial integrity anil 
the open door lor commerce. 


Under the direct ion of Secretary Knox 


the, Tnft ndministratiun departed from 
the Hay policy. The state department 
became a commercial agent for a syndi- 
cate of Wall street bankers. 
Our gov- 


ernment entered into an intimate in- 
trigue with foreign powers to coerce 
China into accepting loans and pledging 
concessions in return. 
This policy has 


been absolutely 
repudiated by Presi- 


dent Wilson and Secretary Bryan. 


The United States is now iu a posi- 


tion to protect China from territorial 
dismemberment and to use the moral in- 
fluence of this republic for maintaining 
the newly created republic set up in the 
orient. 
Under the Knox regime thene 


TV&S no recognition for the new repub- 
lic. 
This recognition was withheld at 


the inspiration of tho powerful linan- 
oiaj group which was disappointed in 
its plans to saddle a mortgage on Ihe 
decrepit and tottering monarchy and 
which hoped to force usurious loans on 
the new and struggling republic, 
While 


the United 
States 
was participating 


with the nations of the world in their 
financial and diplomatic intrigues we 
w-ere in no position to stand on our for- 
mer high moral groun,d. We were mere- 
ly particeps criminis, asking our share 
ot' the loot. 


The activity of Secretary Knox has 


been described in an official publication 
issued May 21, 1911 by tho state depart- 
ment, defending "dollar diplomacy." In 
this document the statement is made 
that "participation 
by 
an American 


banking group in the Hukuang loan, a 
loan of thirty million dollars for the 
construction of Chinese railways, never 
would have been thought of save/ for tho 
activity of the department." 
In the 


same document it is declared that the. 
state department wan entirely respon- 
sible for American participation in the. 
Chinese currency reform loan of fifty 
million dollars, the. acquisition 
of 
a, 


contract 
amounting 
to 
twentv-threfl 


million dollars for naval equipment pur- 
chased by the Argentine Republic, and 
participation in 
tlm 
construction in 


A*im Minor of a railway system invol- 
ing the Bum of on« hundred to a hun- 
dred and fifty million dollars. 


These glib boast* wore mostly not 


made good. 
Thr» Asia Minor project 


wan a Turkish project, and even after 
Knox recalled Straus and sent a dol- 
lar diplomat to that station the den! 
was not consummated. 
Neither did the 


Chinese currency reform and railroad' 
loans go through. 
In October, IfllO. it 


was 
announced from 
Pekin 
I hat 
inn 


thirty million dollar currency loan had 
been authorized ami Wall street an- 
nounced that it would gobble up these 
live per cent bonds nt 115 cents on tho 
dollar. An American syndicate to float 
them consisted of Morgan & (Jo., tho 
Xation»I City bank. ICulin. Ixjeb it Co., 
and other names familiar as constitu- 
ents of the so-called ''money trust." 
Hut Japan blocked the game temporar- 
ily. 
Taft sought, to remove the ob- 


stacle by conceding to Japan 
a. new 


treaty under which the United States 
renounced its right to bar Japanese im- 
migrants On the ground of their race. 
Even this did not land the financial 
plum, and the result of tho pressure of 
the world syndicate on China was the 
outbreak of the revolution and the over- 
throwing of the old monari'hial 
form 


of government. 


More than u year has passed since 


China became a republic, yet our slalo 
department had, u n t i l President 
Wil- 


son's announcement, taken no steps to 
rccogni/.e this sister republic. No doubt 
the next move will be n resolution in 
congress, backed liy Iho administration, 
recognizing tho republic of China. 


The sudden w i t h d r a w a l of the I'uilcd 


Stales from 
its meddling in I h e poli- 


ties of the far oast has created a sen- 
sation in tho chancellories of the old 
world. 
The British under seereiarv for 


foreign 
affairs responded to a parlia- 


mentary inquiry saying that no official 
notice had been received by the. HritisU 
government of any 
change, i;i policy. 


This iva.i true at. the time. 
rth« news 


as lo our changed policy was handed 
to the press in the United States before 
it was sent to the foreign minister* 
In due time the official news will -reach 
the ambassadors in proper form.
